1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration filed 3/1 7/09 is acknowledged. 
Note . Claims 1-51, 57-65 and 68-80 are pending. 

RESPONSE TO APPLICANT'S ARGUMENTS 

2. Applicant's request for consideration filed 3/1 7/09 has been considered. 
Specifically, the claims are being allowed because the prior art neither teaches nor 
renders obvious conjugates with releasable linkers which are absolutely essential to the 
instant invention. The significance of the releasable linker is illustrated by Applicant's 
unexpected results in the declaration by Dr. Christopher Leamon submitted under 37 
CFR 1 .132. The data therein discloses that for Applicant's conjugates as set forth in 
independent claims 1, 49, 51, 57, 61, and 62 (all which require a releasable linker) 
complete tumor disappearance occurs when in vivo experiments using the claimed drug 
delivery conjugates are used. Thus, based on the unexpected results and the 
requirement of a releasable linker and the fact that the prior art discloses use of non- 
releasable linkers, the instant invention is distinguished over the prior art. 

ALLOWABLE CLAIMS 

3. Claims 1 -51 , 57-65 and 68-80 are allowable over the prior art of record for the 
reasons above. 
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COMMENTS/NOTES 

4. The provisional double patenting rejections over 1 2/064,1 91 and 1 2/064,1 63 are 
WITHDRAWN because they are the only remaining rejections in the application. Thus, 
since the instant invention is the earlier filed case, this application will be allowed to 
pass to issue.
